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ABSTRACT 

Ramagiri is situated about 40 km to the southwest of Bangalore on the banks of river Arkavati 
between 12° 15'-12° 47' N lat. and 77° 15'-77° 20' K long. Several collection trips were made to 
this locality, which does not figure in the botanical literature. The vegetation of this region is of 
scrub jungle type with an open canopy, and grasslands. The collections made include 340 species 
in 244 genera belonging to 68 families. 

Alternanthera echinata Sm., A. polygonoidts (Linn.) R. Br., Bimna hwnilis Linn., Solarium 
seaforthianum T. Andr. and Titkonta diuersifolta A. Gray., are not mentioned in Gamble's Flora of 
Madras. - 


INTRODUCTION 

During the course of a floristic survey of Banga¬ 
lore District, the present author thought that it is 
desirable to select particular places for periodical 
visits, so that phases of vegetation could be studied 
through all seasons. One of such places selected 
was Ramagiri hills near Ramanagaram (formerly 
Closepet) which is situated 40 km to the south¬ 
west of Bangalore, on the Bangalore-Mysore road 
and about 5 km towards north of Ramanagaram 
itself. The ranges of hillocks run west-southwards. 
The hillocks rise abruptly from the plain,, and 
attain about n 00-1200 m in height at their highest 
points and averaging between 700-950 m high. 
The whole tract lies on the left bank of river 
Arkavati between I2°i5'-i2°47' N lat. and 77°i5'- 
77° 20'E long. The Ramagiri range is a continua¬ 
tion of Savandurga to the north-west and the 
Kanakapura range to the south. The highest peak 
in the range is the Handigudda (no. 4 in map, 
1100 m). The general topography of the hills is 
formed by a series of Tors (pointed rocks) lying one 
above the other and parallel with one another. At 
the top of Ramagiri there is a spring between the 
two lofty masses of rocks. 

The plants of the area have not so far been 
systematically studied as Indicated by the absence 
of any botanical literature on the area. Buchanan- 
Hamilton (1807) passed through this area during 
his fact-finding travels in Mysore and casually 
mentioned some plants growing in this area. 

GEOLOGY, ROCK AND SOIL 

In the Ramagiri hills (Closepet) the rock forma¬ 


tion is granitic. These granites occur as huge tors 
and boulders. Some of the tors form very steep 
and precipitous hill sides. These are also highly 
jointed and are exposed to weathering and sub¬ 
aerial denudation ever since Archaean times. 
Consequently the weathering has resulted in the 
formation of red gravelly soil with red loam form¬ 
ing a thin mantle mostly in the valleys and low 
lying grounds. This soil is not very fertile and as 
such can not support rich vegetation. 

CLIMATE 

Ramagiri enjoys an agreeable climate because 
there are no extremes of temperature nor is there a 
high rainfall. There are three seasons in the year— 
the rainy season from June to November, the cold 
season during December to February and the 
summer season from March to May. *The rainy 
season is further divisible into the southwest and 
northeast monsoon seasons. The southwest mon¬ 
soon sets in during June and reaches a peak in 
September. The northeast monsoon is . active 
during the month of November and from December 
to April there is practically no rain. The mean 
annual rainfall is 78.613 cm spreading over fifty 
days. Over half of it falls in the months of August, 
September and October; December to March has 
little or no rain, the total rainfall being 2.8 cm. 
The close of rainy season is marked by a few days 
of mist in the mornings. In December the days 
become' progressively cooler and the peak of the 
cold season is reached in the early or middle of 
January. Late in February marks the onset of the 
hot season and April is the hottest month.

BOTANICAL TRIPS CONDUCTED 

Several visits were made to the area for collection 
and study of vegetation. The visits were made at 
monthly intervals starting in February 196a. 
Transient characters were noted in the field and in¬ 
corporated in the field notes along with the plants 
that were pressed and dried in the usual manner. 
The various localities visited are indicated on a 
sketch map. 

VEGETATION 

A large area at the foot of the hill is under cul¬ 
tivation for several decades now, and there has 
been felling of all woody plants for fuel. Earlier 
accounts (Buchanan-Hamilton, 1807) indicate that 
the jungle here resembled the forests in the Chitta¬ 
gong hill tracts on account of the canopy of the 
trees. Even more recently, Rao (1930) stated that 
Ramagiri was part of Dandakaranya forest and that 
it abounded in huge trees and shrubs ; this con¬ 
trasts with the absence of any native arborescent 
forms in the forest at the present time and what¬ 
ever trees are met with represent only poor speci¬ 
mens. The effect of continued exploitation by man 
has resulted in extensive areas being covered by 
obnoxious growth of Lantana camara var. aculeata 
which form dense impenetrable thickets and in 
those thickets scattered one occasionally finds other 
thorny plants. 

The present day vegetation is of the dry decidu¬ 
ous type. This is because the area under study 
receives only scanty rainfall on the average. This, 
combined with the efforts of man has resulted in 
the dominant specimens being bushy and the bushes 
exhibit a high degree of xeromorphy. 


The natural vegetation falls under two broad 
categories, firstly vegetation on the hill and secondly 
the river bed and pond vegetation. 

The valley has a thick undergrowth of scrub 
jungle and is poor in tree forms. The dominant 
member on the rocky slopes and hill top is 
Euphorbia antiquorum . 

HILL SLOPES 

In the depressions and rocky crevices where 
there is a little accumulation of wind blown and 
water carried soil drought resisting grasses belong¬ 
ing to the genera Aristida, Dactyloctenium, Pas- 
palidium and Cynodon are found in association 
with Borreria stricta, B. ocymoides, Oldenlandia 
herbacea, O. corymbosa, O. umbellata, Impatiens 
trichocarpa, Leucas aspera, Moilugo pentaphylla 
and Boerhaavia diffusa. The most conspicuous 
feature of the vegetation is the occurrence of the 
fleshy leaved Labiate-Anisochilus camosus, 

HILL TOP PLATEAU 

The hill top plateau is not rich in tree forms as 
it is exposed to the direct, action of sun and wind. 
Scattered here and there a few trees are present 
such as Tecoma stans, Ficus bengdlensis, Alangium 
salvifolium, Cassia fistula and Wrightia tinctoria 
which attain considerable height and appear as 
dominent members. The most common member 
is the xerophytic species Euphorbia antiquorum. 
On account of this there are thick patches of Lan¬ 
tana camara var. aculeata and Pterolobium indi- 
cum. 

The undergrowth vegetation is represented by 
climbers like Aristolochia indica, Cayratia auri ■ 
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culata and stragglers like Hibiscus vitifolius, 
Pavetta indica, Peristrophe bicalyculata, Barleria 
acuminata, Scutia myrtina and Justicia betonica . 

The ground floor covering consists of mainly 
species of grasses like Cynodon dactylon, Aristida 


depressa, Eragrostis plumosa, Apluda mutica and 
herbaceous species such as Byttneria herbacea t 
Sida veronicaefolia, Solatium nigrum, Alysicarpus 
monilifer, A . rugosus. Polygonum plebejum and 
Mollugo pentaphylla.

VALLEY BETWEEN HILLOCKS 
The Konanakallubetta (no. 1 in map) comprises 
of two hillocks with a valley in between them, the 


valley running NE-SW. In the Ramagiri hill 
(no. 2 in map) the valley at first slopes towards east 
leading to a plateau and then westwards. In the 
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valley where there is chance of the retention of 
rain water, scattered tree forms are found with 
open canopy. The chief members are Wrightia tinc- 
toria, Alangium salvifolium, Diospyros montana, 
Cassia fistula and Dmdrocalamus; with an under¬ 
growth of pricky impenetrable bushes of Lantana 
and Pterolobium indicum. Intermixed here and 
there, one can find Cadaba farinosa, the thorny 
Azima tetracantha, pricky Toddalia asiatica and 
Dodonaea viscosa. Covering the ground there is a 
thick mat of grasses associated with Bidens biter- 
nata, Acalypha indica, Acanthospermurfi hispidum, 
Evolvulus alsinoides, Boerhaavia diffusa and Di- 
pteracanthus prostratus. 

Along the foot hill there is a continuous patch 
of Alangium salvifolium and the picturesque 
Cassia fistula with its beautiful drooping yellow in¬ 
florescence. On the floor of the foot hill a pretty 
Acanthaceous herb Andrographis serpyllifolia 
clings to the soil flatly and seems to be a bold herb 
not afraid of drastic summer; along with other 
species like Mollugo cerviana, Digera muricata, 
Borreria ocymoides and Andropogon contortus. 

ROADSIDE CULTIVATED FIELDS & HEDGES 

On either side of the road leading to Ramagiri 
hill Ficus mysorensis, F. bengalensis, Streblus asper 
and Azadirachta indica are found. Among the 
useful trees cultivated by nearby villagers are 
Mangifera indica, Tamarindus indica, Arotocarpus 
heterophyllus, Cocos nucifera, Casuarina equiseti- 
folia and Ricinus communis, of which the last also 
runs wild as an escape. Along the hedges in near¬ 
by villages and road side, the common climbers are 
Ipomoea camea, I. obscura, Merremia aegyptia, 
Melothria heterophylla, M. mucronata, Coccinia 
indica, Cardiospermum halicacabum, Pergularia 
daemia and Cocculus hirsutus. Among stragglers 
Achyranthes aspera, Amaranthus spinosus and 
Aerva sanguinolenta are common. Along the 
hedges of cultivated fields Euphorbia antiquorum, 
E. tirucalli, Opuntia dillenii and O. coccinellifera 
are found. 

After the first showers of monsoon, the vegetation 
becomes very active and a number of annual weeds 
come up with a thick growth of grass between 
them. The common species found after the first 
showers are Cleome monophylla, C. viscosa, Cassia 
tora, C. occidentalis, C. hirsuta, C. kleinii, 1 m- 
patiens trichocarpa, Sida spinosa, S. veronicaefolia, 
S. cordifolia, Hyptis suaveolens and Acalypha 
indica. At the end of the monsoon species like 


Siba glutinosa, S. acuta, S. rhomboidea, Urena 
sinuata, Euphorbia hirta, Thunbergia alata, Borre¬ 
ria ocymoides, B. stricta, B. hispida, Justicia beto- 
nica and /. glabra will be still in flower. 

RIVER BED AND TANK VEGETATION 

Along the river side there is a thick growth of 
Salix tetrasperma. In the immediate neighbour¬ 
hood it is not uncommon to see species like Ery- 
thrina indica, Azadirachta indica, Albizzia amara, 
Pongamia pinnata, Acacia farnesiana, Morus alba, 
and Vitex negundo. Along the river bank the 
common species are Asclepias curassavica, Comrne- 
lina salicifolia, Phyla nodiflora; and Clitorea ter- 
natea, Merremia tridentata, and Ipomoea staphylina 
are among the chief climbers. 

The unique feature of the vegetation is the distri¬ 
bution of Salix tetrasperma. This is found on 
either side on the bank of river Arkavati extending 
several miles both north and southwards. The 
occurrence of Martynia annua is also interesting to 
note; it is found in dense patches towards east of 
Ramanagaram Railway Station. It makes its appear¬ 
ance after the commencement of monsoon and 
within a few weeks ceases to flower. When it is 
flowering, it can be detected by its showy flowers 
and strong scent. 

In the water reservoirs on the top of the plateau, 
Aponogeton natans forms the dominant inhabitant 
during the months of September, October and 
November; the whole tank will be covered with 
Aponogeton natans. The thick mat of floating 
leaves with their brightly coloured spikes in asso¬ 
ciation with Nymphaea nouchali and Eichhornia 
crassipes forms a pleasant sight. Along the edge 
of the tank marsh-loving and semi-aquatic species 
like Polygonum glabrum, Lindemia hyssopiotdes, 
Ammannia baccifera, Jussiaea perennis and Lud- 
wigia clavelltana are found in patches. Macroscopic 
algae like Chara and Nitella are found in associa¬ 
tion with Roteda fimbriata. 

To sum up, it can be said that the scrub type of 
vegetation is not due to struggle for existence, but 
due to the effect of biotic factors acting on the area 
and at the same time due to adverse climatic 
conditions that the area is subjected to. 

The following list of plants is arranged in accord¬ 
ance with the Engler and Prantl system. The species 
are arranged alphabetically within each genus. The 
identified specimens were authenticated at the 
Madras Herbarium, Coimbatore.
